Wh.le waiting 
for a female inspector to arrive to search the suspects, the passengers opened fire 
on the policemen, killing one and slightly injuring another. The policemen returned 
fire killing two of the assailants, and arrested the third. A search of the car turned 
up a large quantity of hand grenades, machine guns, and substances normally used 
to manufacture and prepare explosive materials.
